Tho Poat Office is not legally ‘responsible 
for the safe delivery of Regittered corrvs- 
pondence, but henceforth it will bo pre- 
pared to make good the contents of Buch 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
caser, provided :— 


1. That the sonder duly observed all the 


-| conditions of Rugistration require. 


2. That the lotter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 


3, That opplication was made to the 
Postmaster Uonoral of Hongkong. im- 
inediately the loes wan discovered, the 
envelope buing invariably forwarded with 
such applicstion unless it aleo is lost, 


4. That the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 
pondenca was in the custody of tho British 
Postal sdministration in Obina, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sendor, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho ésty or negligence of any 
person not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office.

Money Order Begulations. 


L—Money Orders are exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia and Port 
Darwin, tho Straita Settlements, Western 
‘Australia, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the Japaneso Empire. Hongkong also 
jgsucs orders on Shanghal, and vice versa. 


2.—-Small sums may be remitted between 
tho other Ports by moans of Postage 
Stamps, subject to a chargo of one por 
cent, for cashing them, 


3,—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at tho smaller Ports in this way. 
An application for an order* is filled up, 
and is enclosed with a stamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
the noarest issuing offics. The application 
must be accompanied with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchauge. The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for the letter, if it 
wore to be roglatered, a8 it always should 
be, Care should be taken to send these 


Offices cloze some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails. 

-4,—No order must oxceed £10, or $50, 
or include auy fraation of é penny, nor will 
more than two such orders be issued to the 
same person, in favour of the same payee, 
by the same mail.
